In the present machine, for 
recording a long message, 8 BOON as One 
strip of the tinfoil is filled, itis removed 
and replaced by others until the commant- 
cation has been completed. In using the 
machine for the purpose of correspondence

Numerous applications suggest themeclres, 
but beyond those to which wo bave alluded, 
it in difflonit to say with. precision how they 
would work. out-in practice.” In cases of 
deporitions it might be of the bighest im+ 
portance to have oral evidence mechanically 
reproduced: in acourt of justice, Authors, 
too, may pethaps be saved the trouble of 
writing their compositions. .
